VP Bidcn Visits Iraqt 

• Vice President Biden left Iraq on June 5 after a three-day surprise trip in which he 
urged Iraqi officials to intensify government-ft>rmation discussions. Biden held his 
first meeting with ft>rmer prime minister lyad Allawi and his second with Prime 
Minister Nuri al-Maliki. The Vice President also held meetings with Iraqi President 
Jalal Talabani and the head of the Islamic Supreme Council of Iraq (ISCI), Ammar al- 
Hakim. After his departure from Iraq, Biden spoke over the phone with the KRG 
President Massoud Barzani. 

Congressional Delegation Visits Iraqt 

• Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari convened with members of the U.S. Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and discussed current security and political issues, as well as 
Iraqi relations with neighboring countries. The delegation included Senators Bob 
Casey, Ted Coffman, and Jeanne Shaheen, and discussed Iraqi-American relations in 
the context of the Strategic Framework Agreement. Zebari also met with Senators John 
McCain, Joseph Lieberman and Lindsey Graham on July 3 to discuss recent 
developments in Iraq and in the region.

VP Abd al-Mahdi Visits Egypt; 

• Iraqi Vice President Adel Abd al-Mahdi arrived in Cairo on June 5 to discuss Iraqi- 
Egyptian bilateral relations and regional issues. The visit came in response to an 
official invitation from the Egyptian government. Abd al-Mahdi's visit coincides with 
a visit to Egypt by KRG President Massoud Barzani, who arrived in Cairo on July 4 as 
the head of a senior delegation for talks with Egyptian government and Arab League 
officials.

Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law, approved March 3, will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental 
Organizations operating within Iraq. 
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POLITICAL - Refiigee Update 




■ There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing 
of February 2006. 

■ Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods 
in Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

■ In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and 
non-governmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and 
conflict victims. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 47,841 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to 
the U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visas (SIVs) have been 
issued for Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under 
the Section 1059 program). 



■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by 
the U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 



program). 
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Iraq takes steps to bolster coimterinsurgency training 



Iraqi Police Graduate from First Ever COIN Train-the-Trainer Course; 

Iraqi federal police officers graduated from the first ever Counterinsurgency (COIN) 
trainer course on June 30. The graduates received their diplomas following the 
completion of a four week course. Students learned COIN fundamentals and strategies 
and will, in turn, train other Federal police officers. USF-I noted, "The graduation 
represents a significant initial step toward preparing police forces to take on fiiU 
responsibility for the internal security of Iraq. This will ultimately allow Iraqi military 
forces to focus more fiiUy on developing conventional defensive capabilities." 

Female Suicide Bomber Kills Five in Government Building in Anbar; 

At least five people were killed and another 37 injured after a female suicide bomber 
detonated her explosives vest inside a government building in Ramadi, part of the Anbar 
Province. The attack occurred near the Provincial Governor's office, although the 
Governor himself was unharmed. The woman entered the compound unsearched after 
getting through four checkpoints.

Large new real estate project planned for Baghdad 
Construction Soon to Begin on Real Estate Development in Baghdad; 

• Iraqi-Jordanian real estate company Amwaj International will soon begin construction on 
a $238 million real estate project in Baghdad. The project will target Iraq's middle class 
and will include 3,500 apartments, a hotel, an office tower, and a shopping mall. The 
development called "Baghdad Gates" is planned for completion in 2014.

Recent Hi^i^ts 



The delivery and installation of 300 drip irrigation systems in Diyala 
province continues as five new systems are completed each day The systems 
will be clustered around five locations, two of which are villages for Internally 
Displaced Persons (IDPs). The locations were chosen based on water 
availability farming experience, rate of unemployment, and downstream 
conservation impact. Some farmers who receive the systems will be 
nominated for additional irrigation training through US AID. Widows are 
expected to receive around 35% of the systems being provided. 



The PRT Women's Initiative Team Leader distributed toys and school 
supplies to 50 orphans, many of whom have physical disabilities, in Salah ad 
Din province. The items came from private donations from the United 
States. The Women's Initiative is working to create learning opportunities 
for the orphans who currently receive no education or skills training.
